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SUBJECT: MEETING OF SURVEY TEAM WITH PRESIDENT NIMEIRI 

1 . AFTER BRIEF MEETING WITH MINDEF THIS MORNING, AUGUST 18, WE 
PROCEEDED TO PALACE WHERE WE WERE RECEIVED BY PRESIDENT 
NIMEIRI. ENTIRE SURVEY TEAM WAS PRESENTED TO PRESIDENT AFTER 
WHICH THEY WITHDREW TO ADJOINING ROOM. AND U.S. SIDE CONSISTED 
OF MYSELF, GENERAL JAGGERS AND LT. COLONEL RHYNE, USAF. 

SUDAN MINDEF AND ACTING CHIEF OF STAFF ALSO PRESENT, BUT THEY 
DID NOT PARTICIPATE IN CONVERSATION. 

2. AFTER MY EXPRESSION OF APPRECIATION FOR HOSPITALITY AND 
COOPERATION WHICH SUDAN ARMED FORCES HAD EXTENDED TO TEAM, 
GENERAL JAGGERS MADE A GENERAL PRESENTATION, STRESSING 

ITS TENTATIVE NATURE, IN WHICH HE DISCUSSED SUDANGOV'S 
PERCEPTION OF THE THREAT AND POSSIBLE PRIORITIES REGARDING 
EQUIPMENT MODERNIZATION AND IMPROVED PROCEDURES TO MEET THAT 
THREAT.H GENERAL JAGGERS POINTED OUT THAT FINAL SUBSTANTIVE 
DISCUSSION BETWEEN TEAM AND SUDAN GENERAL STAFF HAD NOT YET 
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TAKEN PLACE AND THAT SURVEY TEAM REPORT WOULD BE REVIEWED 
BY U.S. JOINT CHIEFS OF STAFF AND DEPARTMENTS OF STATE AND 
DEFENSE BEFORE BEING MADE AVAILABLE TO SUDANGOV. 

3. IN HIS COMMENTS IN REPLY, PRESIDENT NIMEIRI MADE 
FOLLOWING POINTS: 

A) THE THREAT. HE NOTED THAT GENERAL JAGGERS HAD ALLUDED 
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TO THREAT POSED TO SUDAN BY SOME OF ITS NEIGHBORS WHO WERE 
LESS THAN FRIENDLY. NIMEIRI SAID HE FELT THAT THE ULTIMATE 
THREAT THAT LAY BEHIND THESE NEIGHBORS WAS THE USSR AND 
INTERNATIONAL COMMUNISM. 

B) MOBILITY. PRESIDENT POINTED OUT THAT SUDAN HAD NO 
PLANS TO INCREASE ITS ARMED FORCES OVER THE NEXT FIVE OR 
SIX YEARS. THEREFORE. GIVEN THE VASTNESS OF SUDANESE 
TERRITORY, HE HOPED TEAM, IN WRITING ITS REPORT, WOULD 
BEAR IN MIND NEED FOR GREATEST POSSIBLE MOBILITY FOR 
SUDANESE FORCES. HE ALLUDED TO POSSIBILITY OF PRE- 
POSITIONING MATER IF, I, AND EQUIPMENT IN REMOTE BUT STRATEGIC 
AREAS OF THE COUNTRY. 

C) ABILITY TO RECEIVE FRIENDLY FORCES. SUDANGOV ALSO HAD 
TO CONSIDER THAT A SITUATION MIGHT ARISE WHERE IT WOULD BE 
REQUIRED TO CALL UPON FRIENDLY MILITARY FORCES (HE GAVE EGYPT 
AND SAUDI ARABIA AS EXAMPLES) FOR ASSISTANCE. SUDANGOV 
NEEDED SOME CAPABILITY EFFECTIVELY TO RECEIVE SUCH FORCES 

IN THE COUNTRY, AND SEE THAT THEY WERE MOVED TO PROPER 
POSITIONS. 

D) ABILITY TO ASSIST FRIENDLY FORCES. NIMEIRI SAID THAT AT 
SOME POINT SUDAN MIGHT WELL BE CALLED UPON TO PROVIDE 
MILITARY SUPPORT FOR ONE OF ITS FRIENDS IN THE AREA. THIS TOO 
WAS A CAPABILITY WHICH SHOULD NOT BE OVERLOOKED IN PLANNING. 
HOWEVER, PRESIDENT ADMITTED THAT THIS WAS A MATTER WHICH 
LAY CONSIDERABLY FAR IN THE FUTURE. 

E) GUERRILLA WAR. PRESIDENT REVERTED TO HIS EARLIER 
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STATEMENT THAT ULTIMATE THREAT TO SUDAN WAS USSR. HE SAID 
HE BELIEVED SOVIETS HAD NOW LEARNED THAT THEY COULD NOT 
TAKE SUDAN BY SUBVERSION OR INTERNAL REVOLT. THEREFORE HE 
FELT THAT THEY WOULD TRY TWO OTHER METHODS: (1) STIMULATING 
LOCAL WARS BETWEEN SUDAN AND ITS NEIGHBORS; OR (2) STIMULATING 
AND SUPPORTING GUERRILLA WARFARE AGAINST SUDAN. PRESIDENT 
REFERRED TO FACT THAT ALONG SEVERAL OF SUDAN'S BORDERS THERE 
WERE TRIBES SCATTERED ON BOTH SIDES OF THE FRONTIER WHO MIGHT 
WELL BE USED TO CARRY ON GUERRILLA WARFARE AGAINST SUDAN. 

HE THEREFORE FELT HIS ARMED FORCES MUST HAVE SOME CAPABILITY 
TO FIGHT GUERRILLAS. 

F) DETERRENTS. ALLUDING GENERALLY TO THE PROBLEM OF AIR 
DEFENSE OF SUDAN'S VITAL CENTERS (E.G., KHARTOUM AND PORT 
SUDAN), PRESIDENT FELT THAT SUDAN, IN ADDITION TO ON-THE-SPOT 
DEFENSE CAPABILITIES NEEDED A MODEST CAPACITY TO DETER ATTACK 
FROM UNFRIENDLY NEIGHBORS. 

G) PRIORITY. PRESIDENT INDICATED AWARENESS OF, AND 
EXPRESSED APPRECIATION FOR, USG POLICY DECISION ATTACHING 
HIGH PRIORITY TO STRENGTHENING OF U.S.- SUDAN RELATIONS. 

4. WILL COMMENT ON FOREGOING AFTER TEAM HAS ITS FINAL 
MEETING WITH SUDANESE. 
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
